1 . On 3 May 2007, claims 109-1 1 1 & 1 13-1 15 were allowed. 

2. On 1 9 June 2007, Applicant submitted an IDS. This IDS was accompanied by a 
statement that the fees due should be charged to the Applicant's account. 

3. On 1 August 2007, the Office sent Applicant a notice that the IDS was improper because 
it lacked the proper fees. Clearly, this notice was in error. 

4. On 6 August 2007, the Office received Applicant's payment of the issue fees. Normally, 
this would preclude consideration of the IDS. However, since the Office caused this mix-up, 
Examiner has considered the IDS and is issuing this supplemental Notice Of Allowance in order 
to clarify the record.
